W ill he hit southward toward Com- 
piegne? 
Or, will he suddenly swerve to a 
different scene? 
The future will settle these ques­ 
tions. 
But the bulk of his army now 
appears to be opposite the two thea­ 
ters named. 
Apparently there has been a shift 
in tbe German command.

precht of Bavaria now commands only 
the fourth and sixth armies, down to 
near Arras. 
Mackensen is reported 
opposite the British right flank, seem­ 
ingly sandwiched between Rupprecht 
and Crown Prince Frederick Wilhelm 
of Prussia.

en and men who perform equal serv­ 
ice are to be given equal pay, and 
differences in pay are not to be pred­ 
icated on color.”

conclusions,

wage commission declined to accede 
to many requests made by tbe em­ 
ployes. 
The contention of the men 
that they wanted a shorter day and 
more overtime to enforce it was met 
with the following from the commis­ 
sion’s report: 
“ At this time when urgent and seri­ 
ous necessity compels sacrifice from 
all, to penalize the government for 
working its men as long as they have 
been in the habit of working under 
their private employers is to take ad­ 
vantage of the twofold embarrass­ 
ment of the government— its need for 
the work and its inability to call in 
outside men. 
The commission does

really want thus to hamper the trans­ 
portation facilities of the country in 
its hour of need.” . 
It would be “ a splendid thing,” says 
the commission, “ if we could at this 
time crystalize the experience of th<e 
world in a conclusion concerning the 
length of the work day that would be 
of universal application. 
But this is 
not possible now, for many reasons, 
| not the least of which is an insuffic- 
1 iency of data touching so many and 
such diverse employments which call 
for such suffering and strain upon 
human nerves and muscle.” 
Declaring that “ this, moreover, is 
not the time to make experiments,” 
! the commission adds “ that the one 
thing imperative is volume and speed 
in railroad output.

George government was vindicated 
today when the house of com­ 
mons, acting on Asquith’s motion 
for appointment of a parliamen­

committee 
to 
investigate

the premier, defeated the meas­ 
ure by a 2 to 1 vote. 
Lloyd-George took part in the 
debate. 
He 
charged

Maurice did not act fairly and 
should have made his charges be­ 
fore the cabinet. 
He stated Maur­ 
ice was as responsible as any­ 
body for figures issued from the 
war department and accused him 
of 
a 
flagrant 
breach 
of disci­ 
pline.

that Asquith was responsible for 
persistent press attacks on the 
government.

“If the Allies hold, Germany is beaten,'' say s a Sp an 
ish statesman, returning from Germany . 
Very lik ely he k nows what he is talk ing about; and 
vet we hesitate to agree with him. 
Did any body ev er 
hear of a football game that was won by simp ly holding 


the line? 
And granting that Germany may wear out her man­ 
p ower by suicidal dashes against a stone-wall defense, 
and thus be driv en to sue for p eace, there is still much 
to he desired. 
We do noi want to beat Germany that 
way . We want no p assiv e v ictory —no conclusion which is 
really a draw, but is called a v ictory merely because the 
other side lack s material strength to go on fighting. 
We want a moral as well as a material \ictor>. 
And 
the Allies cannot win that without tak ing the offensiv e 
themselv es, and smashing through the German line and 
ov er German territory lik e a half-back running lot a 
touch-down with the whole team around him. 
Then 
ev ery German will k now in his heart that, we hav e won, 
that his demigod Kaiser is lick ed to a frazzle, that mili­ 
tarism is doomed and that Kultur has tailed to mak e 
good. 
Then, and not till then, we shall 
p eace that we want and the world needs.

LETTERS TO SOLDIERS 


Much has already been said about letters to soldiers 
and sailors. 
But it seems necessary to say y et more. 
Ev ery body Qualified to sp eak with any authorits on 
the subject agrees that home folk s should k eep the letters 
going forward regularly and often. 
Home letters are 
about as v ital to the soldier as food. 
It is also agreed 
that those letters must he cheerful and encouraging. 
If 
the hap p y ones are food for the warrior, the dep ressing, 
gloomy ones are a sure p oison, aggrav ating homesick ness 
and lowering morale. 
In sp ite of many ap p eals to the p ublic in a m atter 
that ought to be self-ev ident, the wrong k ind of letters 
continue to get into the soldiers and sailors mail bag. 
And they do a lot of harm. 
A soldier may be driv en 
frantic by uabap p y letters from home. 
In most cases 
the troubles recounted in such letters were slight, only 
assuming seriousness from the gloomy tone of the writers. 
It's a p retty p oor way to show y our p ride in that 
man whose serv ice flag y ou disp lay in the iront window, 
to write him letters full of woe. 
You’re p roud of him 
because he is giv ing so much for his country and for 
y ou. 
Why not do something for y our country y ourself 
by bearing y our afflictions—great or small—brav ely as 
he bears his? 
Keep y our worries to y ourself and tell 
him the cheerful, homely , normal things that he wants 
to hear about. 


PERFECTED DYES 


There is still an imp ression in this country that 
in sp ite of the p rogress made in the aniline dy e industry 
since the war began, American dy es are still inferior to 
German dy es. 
There is no dodging the fact that some 
of the early efforts of our manufacturers were rather 
crude. 
Certain colors would “run." 
The defects were 
frank ly admitted—a little too frank ly , p erhap s. 
Dealers 
got into the habit of telling customers that they “could 
not guarantee domestic colors as ‘fast'.” Thus the p ublic 
came to ex p ect inferiority in the nativ e p roduct. 
And 
p ro-Germans naturally took p leasure in strengthening the 
imp ression. 
There is no longer any ground for it. American dy es 
today are the equals of German dy es. The fact has been 
dearly demonstrated at the big ex hibition of the Amer­ 
ican tex tile industry at the Grand Central Palace in 
New York City . 
There is a row of stands on which are 
hung side by side a large num ber of American-dy ed and 
German-dy ed tex tiles, all of which hav e been equally 
ex p osed outdoors for three week s, day and night, and 
hav e had the same soap y washing. 
Both sets look ex actly 
alik e. 
All the colors are “fast". 
There is no choice be 
tween them, ex p erts say . 
The p ublic should clearly understand this. 
There 
may still be art occasional color, in its p ioneer stage, 
that has not been dev elop ed to the desired p erfection. 
But the common, standard colors made in America may 
now be accep ted as ev ery bit as good as those made in 
Germany . 
And we shall nev er again hav e any use for 
the German p roduct. 


THE MEAT LIE 


Another mischiev ous lie, ap p arently sp read by p ro- 
German influences, is at work in many p arts of the 
country . 
It is to the effect that the United States gov ­ 
ernment wants no fresh meat to be k illed lor three 
months this summer. 
The lie should be p romp tly nailed wherev er it ap ­ 
p ears. 
The gov ermnen 
wants nothing of the sort. 
It 
ex p ects cattle, sheep and hogs to be k illed about as 
usual. 
All it ask s is that, of the meat thus p rov ided, we 
should eat a little less than usual, p articularly of p ork 
p ioduets, so that we may send more to our allies. 
There are mere meat animals in the country than 
ev er before. 
We hav e been k illing more than ev er, and 
ex p orting more meat than ev er, and ex p ect to continue 
doing so. 
The mischief in this p articular lie consists in the 
tact that if it were believ ed, and less liv estock were 
k illed and less meat p rov ided, soon there would not be 
enough meat av ailable for ex p ort. 
Moreov er, because 
meat was scarce here at home, our p eop le would consume 
more wheat and thus dep riv e our allies of bread.

When it is recalled that Senators 
Gallinger of New Hamp shire, Lodge of .Massachusetts 
and I.randegee of Connecticut were among the Rep ub­ 
lican leaders who disregarded the rules of seniority and 
conscrip ted Hiram Johnson, one of the y oungest senators 
in p oint of serv ice and among the most radical in his 
p olitical faithv it is p ossible to ap p reciate the sincerity 
of the coalition which has been achiev ed among Rep ub­ 
lican and Democratic senators who believ e that the sen­ 
ate today is no p lace for cuck oos and the senate com­ 
mittee on military affairs the last p lace to which a sen­ 
ator should he assigned who is afraid to tell the Amer­ 
ican p eop le the truth about the war. 
The senate committee on military affairs, under the 
chairmanship of Chamberlain of Oregon, has a stronger 
influence at the other end of Pennsy lv ania av enue than 
any other committee of either house of congress, be­ 
cause its majority , made up of Democrats and Rep ubli­ 
cans, has comp elled the war dep artment to tak e the com­ 
mittee into its confidence and to mak e many changes 
which would not hav e otherwise been made. 
There is 
no p artisan line-up in the committee today . 
On one side 
are senators and on the other cuck oos.

General Pershing, Senator Warren of Wy oming, although 
a Rep ublican, has deemed it his duty to refrain from any j 
activ ity on the committee which might disp lease the 
p resident or secretary of* war and as he is serv ing his 
last y ear in the senate, hav ing declined to be a candidate 
for re-election, his colleagues hav e acquiesced in his self- 
effacement. 
The real cuck oos are: 
Fletcher of Florida, 
who is under deep p ersonal obligations to the p resident; 
My ers of Montana, Shep p ard of Tex as, Beck ham of Ken­ 
tuck y and Kirby of Ark ansas, one of “the willful twelv e” 
who v oted against war with Germany . 
This minority op p oses more or less unanimously any 
md all criticism of the war dep artm ent or the mak ing 
of any recommendations to the senate which hav e not 
been p rev iously ap p rov ed by the secretary of war. 
They 
no longer hav e any influence in the committee, howev er, 
and the contemp t they hav e earned for themselv es in the 
senate by their p usillanimous attitude minimizes their 
influence on the floor. 
When the history of the war is 
written, Chamberlain of Oregon and the senators who 
are standing with him in the common determination to 
sp eed up the conduct of the war and eliminate inefficiency 
will receiv e their reward, and they can well afford to 
await the v erdict of history , as senators who neither 
fear the truth nor cater to its fear in others. 
In their 
comp any Hiram Johnson of California will feel at home.
